The union representing the GW 
security force has threatened to file 
an unfair labor practices charge 
against the Univenity with the 
National Labor Relations Boud 
(NLRB), now that contract negotia- 
tions have approached the breaking 
point, according to both GW and 
union officials. 

Security officers went on strike 
Scpt.l during contract negotiations. 
They returned to work two days 
later while negotiations continued. 

If the union files a complaint, the 
NLRB would investigate charges 
that GW is not bargaining in good 
faith. 

The union filed a similar charge 
Sept. 6. The petition then charged 
GW srlth "sutftme bargaining". The 
charge was later withdrawn after 
negesdations were continned. 

Meanwhile, taro members of the 
security force say the officers ate 
"considering going to the labor 
board to get a mediator...because 
GW Is dragging out the negotia- 
tions”. 

James Cifford, negotiator for 
GW, says it is the right of the union 
members to have union shop. He 
said that in the contract negotia- 
tions,"we haven't closed the door" 
and from the standpoint of GW 
there is no need for a mediator in 
the nqotiations. Union officials 
agreed with Gifford, stating there is 
no need "at this time" to bring in a 
mediator. 

Hy Jaffe. the union’s business 
agent said.the fact the GW 
negotiators must report to Carl J. 
Lange, vice president for adminis- 
tration and research and formal 
head of employee relations after 
each session for either approval or 
proposal of amendments "Is evi- 
dence that GW is delaying the 
negotiations.. .placing them in a slow

The U.S. Agency for Intenut- 
ionil Development (AID) U iponiot- 
ing t population information 
program at the GW Medical Center 
which “collects and analyzes statis- 
ties on birth control, the medical 
aspects of population growth and 
fertility trends,” according to Ralph 
Fuller, director of public relations at 
the GW Medical Center. 

The Populaton Information Prog- 
ram (Popinform) is an eitensive 
computerized bibiiography which 
includes both population informat- 
ion and international data and is 
fonded by AID. 

The program is ran through the 
Science Communication Division 
(SCD) of the Medical Center, which 
provides the facilities for the 
program. 

Recently the program received 
rutional attention when it released a 
report concluding there is no clear 
evidence "the pill" causes cancer. 

The report, entitled "Debate on 
Oral Contraceptives and Neoplasia 
Continues; Aiiswers Remain Elu- 
sive," was released early this 
summer and was prepared by Ward 
Rinehar and Judy C. Felt of the 
program and published in its 
bimonthly magazine Population 
Reportt. 

In the report they said they found 
evidence that users of oral contra- 
ceptives ate mote likely to develop 
benign liver tumors, which ate 
eittemely rate, than noousers. The 
report also said evidence is strong

If there’! one thing thnt testifies 
to Diana Ross' briiliance, it’s that 
she can be so good without reaily 
trying. A littie more effort on her 
latest release. Baby It's Me 
(Motown), might have produced an 
excepthmal album, but it’s ciassy 
nevertheless. 

Thtoaghout the album, Ross’ 
voice is sharp, clear and on-key, but 
she rarely captures the dynamite 
sound of some of her stellar efforts. 
Her singiiig is always more than 
adequate, but at tunes it almost 
seems subdued. 

Subdued voice or not, however, 
the album is successful. Part of the 
reason is the support Ross gets from 
her backup musicians and vocalists. 
When you're Diana Rou, you get 
the best in the business involved in 
each album prodnctioa ; • 

Along with being produced by 
Richard Perry, the altam features 
great strlnp and horn arrange- 
ments, conducted mostly by Gene 
Page and Del Newmatt; Tom Snow, 
who does a fine job on keyboards 
and piano; and Stanley Schwartz, 
whose acoustic piano playing is tops. 
Few artists could miss srith this kind 
of musical backup, and Ross has 
always been good at making good 
use of her accompaniment 

Interestingly enough, the title 
song on the album is probably the 
worst “Baby It’s Me" is simply 
written both musically and lyrically. 
It’s a strange song in that Ross 
doesn't really grab the melody, 
leaving the cut sounding flat It's 
reaily not even good filler. 

The rest of the album, however, is 
good Diana Ross. The upbeat sonp 


are lively, and the ballads are 
moving. 

Leading off the album’s sides are 
probably the best upbeat tunes on 
the record. "Getting Ready For 
You” on side one, and "Top Of the 
World" on side two, b^ are 
danceabie tunes with gorgeous 
ins trn mentals. The musicians, espe- 
cially on "Top of The World,” are 
almost too classy for what are 
basically pop songs. 

“Top ol the World” also makes 
ezccUrat use of background vocals, 
something prevalent on all Ross 
albums. BoQi were written, by Tom 
Snow, with Frannie Golde helping 
on "Getting Ready for Love.” 

A wide variety of songwr i ter s are 
represented on the altam, which 
helps keeps thinp fiesh and also 
shows Ross' diversity as a song- 
stress. Among the composers are 
such well-known names as Melissa 
Manchester, Bill Witheis and Stevie 
Wonder. 

Ross has always used eacellent 
material. “Too Shy To Say,” the 
Wonder song she chooses, is a good 
song for ha, soft and heartfelt 
"You Got It” by Jerry Ragovoy and 
Linda Laurie, starts as a nice mellow 
tune, and then swinp a bit toward 
the end. 

On the ballada, the b masterfiiL 
Trained by better than 20 years of 
belting out heart-throbbing soul- 
searching lyrics, she b truly at her 
c\sasj best oa Baby It's Me. 

“Confide In Me,” a Manchester/ 
Stanley Schwartz tong, b beautifuL 
The Imtrumentatioo b Just right on 
the cut and accompany Rost’ voice 
and her lyrics nicely. 

The album ends with another 


moving ballad, "Come In From the 
Rain.” Thb Manchester/Carole 
Bayer Sager tong, like “Confide In 
Me,” features tome fine acoustic 
piano playing from Schwartz. 

The Withers tune, “The Same 
Love That Made Me Laugh,” and 
“All Night Lover,” are two 
filler-type tongs that fit it well with 
the altam. The only medioere cut 
on the album besides “Baby Ifs 
Me” b “Your Love Is So Good For 
Me,” which b simply tedious and 
lacking substance. 

So, although Ross' last studio 
album, Diana Ross, might have 
been flashbr with such hits as “Love 
Hangover,” Baby It's Me b 
consbtent, and better. But it still 
faib to reach the helghb of what thb 
lady can achieve when she bb It all 
kww.

“Art for arf» sake or geometry?" 

That is the question concemtog the Kenneth 
Noland eihibit at the Corcoran Galleiy of Art For 
those of you who are bedazzled by bright lines of paint 
the show is a must On the other hand, if you are 
seeking a beautiful reflection of nature, forget it 

There's nothing natural about Noland’s woHe. but 
that’s not to condemn it 

His rectangular, triangular and polygonal canvases 
are covered with straight parellel lines of chromatic 
tones and the effect ranges from shocking to boring. 
Influence from Josef Albers and the Wuhlngton Color 
School of the Sixties is obvious, especially in the 
rejection of copying nature and turning to ctrfor as the 
sole expressive idiom. 


However. Noland goes beyond simple geometric 
colorshapes and delves a bit deeper into the power of 
the palkte. On some canvases he stains the 
background in muted tones (reminiscent of Mark 
Rothko), then superimposes thin stripes of vivid hue, 
creatin| a fascinating contrast between soft and hard, 
intangible and tangible. 

If you look hard enough, something mystical floats 
off the canvas. These paintings, along with others of 
superb color modulatkm, are exceptions. The rest are 
just average modem painting, and some of them merely 
stripes dull color, are totally uninspiring. 

fnato believed that perfect geometric form through 
its harmonious prop^ion could produce spiritual 
revelatKMi. In other words, Noland’s parellels and 
perpendiculars should send you. If they don't don’t 
wtMTy — the only place they will send you is out the door. 


Photo Book Well Developed 


At last, there b s photogrepby 
book that does not tiy to say it alL 
The Photographer's Handbook, 
written by J<^ Hedgecoe, claims to 
be a complete reference manual of 
photognphy. And, N b. 

With 600 separate entries and 
over I JSO illustrations and pictures, 
the Handbook offers short descrip- 
tions rather than attempting to tell 
everything about a subject in one 
ealy lesson. Only a few entries 
eze^ 200 words, which makes it 
easy to get a bask idea about a 
subject without getting bogged 
down in ezotta infocmatioa. 


The book contains 21 main 
subjects, ranging from color proces- 
sing to pboto^phing peopfe Each 
one of tbeae snbjecb b broken down 
into mote tpec^ tubjeeb such as 
night photography ' and creating 
backgrounds. Thw tubjecto are 
then dbeutsed in tpechScs Uke 
safety when shooting underwater 
pictures. ' 

Once he has gotten down to the 
specific entry, the author gives a 
brief description, just giving enough 
information for the reader to get the 
idea behind aooething. 

The Hastdbook, published by 
Alfred A. KnopC Inc., has 



remarkable photo reproductions, 
whkh are to be expected in a 
photography book. The illustrationt 
are easy to understand, whkh b not 
always the case in photography 
books. There b usually a tendency 
to either include too much 
information whkh confutes the 
reader, or too littk information 
whkh bares one wondering what he 
b looking aL 

Hedgecoe touches on a few 
subjects that are not too common in 
such general books. One such 
subject b the processing and 
printing of color film. Thb b usually 
left out of books because there has 
been no interest in it in the past 
except for a few professional 
photographers. 

It has always been too expensive 
for a hobbybt to develop hb own 
color film, but now it b becoming 
lets costly as more and more people 
are becoming interestad in ph<^ 
grsphy. It b still cheaper, however, 
to have film profeationally pro- 
ocsicd.
